said first face of said lightpipe is directed to said second face of said lightpipe, said 
second face of said lightpipe being substantially parallel and proximate to said plane. 

The prior art also faisl to teach a speckle based optical navigation sensor, among 
other features, comprising: a photodetector array lying in a plane; and an elliptical 
reflector comprising a pair of elliptical sidewalls, said pair of elliptical sidewalls oriented

perpendicular to said plane and positioned so that said photodetector is centered on a 
first focal line of said elliptical sidewalls.
